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SPLENDID BACON MARKET 
AWAITING DEVELOPMENT 


Toronto—There is a $250,000,000 
market standing open for Canadian 
bacon, and pork products it 
Canadian farmers and packers will 
mobilize production and make 4 


national effort to meet foreign 
competition. The market is the 
British Isles, which is annually 


importing over £55 000,000 of ba 
con mostly from Denmark and the 
United States. A 100-page analysis 
of this market together with a 
strong plea that the oversea dom 
inions organize to supply it, has 
been issued this week as the 12th 
of a series of studies, issued by the 
Imperial Economic Committee, on 
the preparing for market and mar- 
keting of foodstuffs and raw mat 
erials within the Empire. 

In order to see clearly the situa: 
tion as it now stands, it is essential 
to know just what the British mar 
ket is, what it demands and how 
{t is being supplied. Having ascer 
tained this, the next step is to 
find out what is at the root of the 
success that has been attained by 
Denmark, particularly, in supplying 
this market, and from there to see 
what lessons are to be learned by 
Canadian producers and packers. 

Greatest World Importer 

The total British consumption of 
pig products is approximately 
£102000,000 or $500,000,000 a 
year. Of this, only one-third is now 
being supplied by domestic produc- 
tion, and imports growing stead 
fly, Ninety years ago Great Britain 
was an exporter of pig meat To 
day she is dependent on overseas 
supplys for almost two-third of her 
requirements and is at present the 
greatest importer of pig product: 
in the world, The value of this im- 
port trade in 1927 amounted tc 
£54,500,000 of which no less than 
£46,200,000 came from countries 
outside the Empire. 

In other words, only about $11 
000,000 or one seventh out of a 
total import of over $ 270,000,000 
was supplied from within the Em 
pire and only $13,500,000 or 5 per 
cent of the total was supplied by 
Canada. 

Denmark Takes Lea® 

The next striking fact about this 
Britissh market, the fact that near 
ly half the total imports (about 
$120,000,000) came from one small 
country with few natural facilites 
namely Denmark. Incidently, it is 
worthy to note that it was not until 
the present century that Denmark 
began to dominate the field. Prior 
to that the United States as the 
chief importer of big products into 
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end substituting the word 
adian” for the word “Empire,” it 
is claimed, “The Canadian farmer 


can if he will secure by far the 
greater part of this £55,000,000 


British market, but 
to do so he must make his produc 
tion at least as efficient as that oi 


his most competent foreign rival 
and must bestow at least equal at- 
tention on organization. 

“The outstanding feature of the 
bacon trade in the principal com- 
peting foreign countries, is the 
closeness with which the foreign 
Dig producers are associatetd and 
are linked up with the distribut ng 
trades in Great Britain. The first 
problem, therefore, is one of organ- 
ization, which may be regarded as 
falling into two parts; firstly, the 
association of farmer with farmer 
and, secondly, the co-operation of 
the curers with the farmer. 

Farmere Should Associate 

“Unless the farmer produces in 
quantity a pig, strictly suited to 
the requirements of the market, 
and sufficiently standardized to ad- 
mit of handling by the agencies of 
modern commerce, no amount of 
handling in the latter stages of the 
trade can avail. Acting individu- 
ally, no matter how efficiently, no 
farmer can achieve this object. 
Each one must, in association with 
the farmers in his locality, mar 
ket in sufficient numbers, standard 
Pigs bred true to type and fed to 
the right weight Thus the first re 
quisite is that the farmers of each 
locality should act in association. 

“The curer, on his side, would, 
we believe, find it to his interest 
to co-operate whole-heartedly with 
the farmer. Plants working far, 
below capacity are not to his bene- 
fit, nor are varying types and quali 
ties of pigs, unless his object is to

sible for the net gain in dairy pro- 
duction during the past five years 
of over $13.000,000. More fresh 
milk and cream are being used to 
day then before; ice cream con- 
tinues to grow in popular favour, 
and there is a striking increase In 
the amount of milk which is being 
processed for sale in evaporated, 
condensed, concentrated and in 
powdered  tarm form.

In its issue of January 2, Farm 
and Ranch Review, gave the writer 
of this editorial honorable mention 
in # hail insurance letter writing 
contest. 

The gist of the plan for hail in 
surance revision contained in thai 
letter was to make all hail laxes 
and premiums province-wide, com- 
pulsory and automatic up to 5 per 
cent Every acre in the province 
should help carry the hail burden 
and every acre in crop in the pro- 
vince should be automatically in 
sured in the province-wide scheme 
up to > pei cent. 

Above this level rate each muni 
cipality would be required to carry 
its burden. But the province-wide 
assessment for hail purposes would 
raise enough funds so that no mun 
icipality would be heavily taxed. 

If Shepard or Bow Valley had 15 
per cent hall damage, the provin- 
cial fund would take care of 5 per 
cent. from taxes raised all over the 
province, and therefore very light 
in general, and the municipalities 
would be required to raise only the 
excess over f per cent, or 10 per 
cent, on @ 15 per cent, hail damage 

I have yet to read of what seems 
to me a more equitable plan for 
revision of our municipal hail act 
and believe that we must ultimate 
ly co-operate in a province-wide 
scheme to relieve the heavy burden 
upon unfortunate municipalities
